G.S.R. 656(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 10 of the 
Salary and Allowances of Leaders of Opposition in Parliament Act, 1977 (33 
of 1977), the Central Government hereby makes the following rules further to 
amend the Leaders of Opposition in Parliament (Allowances, Medical and 
Other Facilities) Rules, 1977*, namely :— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Leaders of Opposition in Parlia¬ 

ment (Allowances, Medical and Other Facilities) Second Amend¬ 
ment Rules, 199L 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of then publication in 
the Official Gazette. 

2 , In the Leaders of Opposition in Parliament (Allowances, Medical 

and Other Facilities) Rules, 1977, after rule 18**, the following 
rule shall be inserted, namely :— 

"18B. Retention of stall after relinquishing office.*—Upon demission 
of office by the Leader of the Opposition the persons appointed
